The people of Wasb.ce county are 


exercised over a proposed appropria- 
tion of the waters of Lake Tahoe by 
the citiea of Sati Francifao, Oakland 
and Sacrumeuto. There ia no occasion 
at this time to become al ircned about 
an appropriation of these waters c>y 
these C'tUs or by any of them, as (he 
facts a--e. The cbfck tnere i - included 
in the proposition, which liny an oat- 
cropping lu the long exploded Von 
Sobmi'lt steal, is tho only thing there 
is in the business wonky of notice. 
There is not a mm), wctaaii or child on 
the line of the Truokee river who will 
live to see these svaters diverted to 
other uses than those that are subject 
to the nataral flow of these waters, 
which is eastward. 


The eltnation at this time does not 


demand an outline of the fact",natural 
or m\i<iice(t, ti.'ji <i,-er'ite in opposition 
to any iJivfrsion of the lake waters 
from the outflow «iven them by nature, 
Thec'tiba mentioned are preparing the 
way to procure w.iter that they will 
own and control; or, in other words, 
that each may own a monopoly of the 
water supply required by ei.ch of them. 
Ban Francisco ia ono of the lar^e cities 
in the United States that does not 
own its water supply, and as u matter 
of economy it has induced the other 
oities to enter upon an enterprise 
whereby it is hoped each will receive 
and enoh will own its water supply, 
which is a work that the times demand 
npou the theory that the people should 
own public utilities. 


The object should be commended, as 


there ia no question about the neces- 
sity there is as public utilities are 
directed and managed by private en- 
terprise and ownership, for the public

sanda of Nevada and its much de- 
spised people by Califoruians, have 
lonx since appropriated the whole of it 
for their Uhe and that 13 not all they 
will learn, as it will be also assertainad 
by them that Nevada and the people 
mean to keep it for their use.
